This is indeed a subject 
that I would much, rather 
not talk about, the reasons

So our population now 
stands at 12,271, an increase 
of 26 per c^n.t from the 
time the figures start. Back 
in 1962 Sierra Madre had 
60 business houses that 
held permits for taxable 
sales, today we have 64, an 
Increase of seven hundreds 
of a per cent.

While other cities, the 
County and the State have 
shown' steady increases in 
business of anywhere from 
5 to 11 per cent a year over 
the past 7 years. Sierra 
Madre has shown a scant 4 
per cent for the entire 7 
years.

The consumer price index 
for the past year alone was 
an increase of 3.9 per cent, 
so if Sierra Madre held the

Gambuaia afinls, small 
guppy-like fish that feed on 
mosquito larvae, are again 
being offered to the public 
by the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum In 
Arcadia in cooperation with 
the Los Angeles County 
Health Department’s annual 
mosquito abatement pro¬ 
gram. 

The fish can be obtained 
at the Arboretum informa¬ 
tion window now through 
October 15 on any weekday 
from 8 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
an,d on Saturdays from 9 
a.m. to noon. 

Those interested must 
bring their own containers, 
preferably quart size, in or¬ 
der to provide adequate 
oxygen until the fish can 
be transferred to home 
pools. 

In order to avoid disap¬ 
pointment, persons living at 
a distance are advised’ to 
call the Arboretum first to 
be .qure a su,pply of gam- 
busia is available. 

People with an outdoor 
ornamental pond or poten¬ 
tial breeding place for mos¬ 
quitoes are urged to stock 
these areas with gambusla. 
The County Health Depart¬ 
ment makes these sugges¬ 


tions: mosquito fish are not 
compatible with goldfish so 
should .not be placed in 
well-stocked goldfish ponds, 
they do not do well in in¬ 
door aquariums and they 
are not decorative. 

A pond should have some 
vegetation or algae to .pro¬ 
vide shelter for the gam- 
busia to have their young. 
If a pond is already heavily 
infested with mosquito lar¬ 
vae, it should be drained 
and then re-filled with 
fresh water before adding 
the gambusla. 

Instructions giving infor¬ 
mation on gambusia use 
are available with the fish.

The college and high 
school campuses across Am¬ 
erica have become seed 
beds of revolution.
